enumeration, will, I am sure, justify} 
the frank statement that the govern-! 
ment of the United States would not, 
feel that it has performed the full 
duty by the Filipino people or dis- j 
charged all of its obligations to civil- 
ization, if it should yield at this 
time to your aspiration for national 
independence 


"The government 
of the United 


States has 
full confidence in the 


ability, good intentions and fairness 
and sincerity, of the present gover- j 
nor general. It is convinced that he i 
has intended to act and has acted j 
within the scope of his proper and! 
constitutional authority. 
Thus con- 


Tinced, it is determined to sustain 
him and. its purpose will~be to en- 
courage ..the broadest and most in- 
telligent cooperation of "the Filipino 
people-in this policy. 
"Looking at the whole situation

SEEK TO AYOMIBRATIONS 


Insulating Supports of Felt or 


Rubber Would Protect Build- . 


ings and Inhabitants. 


URBANA, 111., March 5.—That in- 


sulating supports of felt or rubber 
be placed on machinery to protect 
buildings 
from the vibrations 
is 


urged by F. R. Watson, professor of 
experimental physics at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. 


"Increasing, attention is being paid 


to vibrations in buildings because of 
their bad effect on people and on the 
building structure," Professor Wat- 
son said. "Factory managers are con- 
cerned over the reduced efficiency of 
employes exposed to vibrations. The 
recent earthquake in Japan has led 
to a study of types of buildigg con- 
struction to avoid similar disasters. 


"Ordinary vigrations in a building 


| are caused by slwt traffic, trains 
mid wind; also by t-U'vators, motors 
and other machinery inside the build- 
ing. KarthquaktfB and quarry blasting 
product' violent vibrations. 


"Vibrations ma> be insulated part- 


ly by using insulating supports of 
tell, rubber and other materials for 
machines. Rubber is quite fflicient 
as an insulator. 


"Usually a machine iu use iu a 


building is bolted directly to the con- 
crete- of the floor, whkh results in 
tlu- effect of the 
vibrations being 


very marked," Professor Watson said 
in discussing vibrations cuused 
by 


machinery. "By placing rubber insu- 
lation around the bolts the effect can 
IJH considerably minimized. In 
the 


case of people employed in buildings 
housing much machinery, the effect 
ot the vibrations could probably be 
lessened somewhat by wearing rub- 


ber heels and placlnc rubber pads 
under the legs of the chairs they use. 


"In the case of nervous pooplu es- 


pecially, annoyance and futlRtH' art- 
produced by continuous vibration."

the world today. It was not always 
so. America has grown enormously.

In 1790 there were 76 postoffices 


in the United States. The total rer- 
^ nue was $37,935 and the total ex- 
penses were $32,140. 
There 
were 


^65,000 letters 
handled. 
In 1923 


there were 54,181 postoffices. 
The 


total revenue was $532,827,000 and 
the total expenses were $556,850,000.

handled by the railway mail service 
alone. 
This does not include local 


deliveries, nor any second, third or 
tourth class mail.

•1948 miles for two cents! 


Now the strange thing about all 


this is that the two cent mail depart- 
ment is making money. It is show- 
ing a profit. Why? Because it is not 
requested to pay interest in its huge 
investment as privately owned pub- 
lic utilities are. 


There are 2277 cities, large and 


small, in which all mail is delivered 
daily to the individual homes by reg- 
ular mail carriers. 
This is a stu- 


ji«ndous work. Then we must add 
786 vllages in which likewise all 
mail is delivered daily to individual 
homes by letter carriers. 
All vil- 


lages havng a population of 1500 peo 
pie. and doing a gross postal busi- 
ness of at least $5,000 a year, can re- 
ceive this service. Undoubtedly-this 
feature of the service will be greatly 
enlarged during the .coming, years. 


Then there is the railway mail ser- 


vice. On J.une 30, 1923, there were 
5996 full a'nd apartment mail cars 
owned by the several railroads and 
operated by the postal senrice. The 
postoffice 
department paid to the 


railroads for this service for the fis- 
cal year 1923 a total of $93,262,000. 
This is one of the most expensive 
departments .of the service. 


As 1 write, the railroads have pe- 


titioned the interstate 
commerce 


commission for an increase In rates. 
Here is a weakness in the system. 
The department at this point loses 
control of its costs. We need only 
quote a few figures "to see how im- 
portant the railway post is. In 1923 
this department handled, roughly 9,- 
256.000.000 pieces of first class mail; 
7,409,000,000 pieces of second, third, 
and fourth class mail; and 113,000,- 
fiOO pieces of registered mail. This 
is a grand 
total of 16,778,000,000 


pieces of mail handled by the rail- 
way department. 
This is estimated 


•to be approximately 75 per cent of 
the total business of the postoffice 
department. 


A new development which needs a 


word is the air malt routes division. 
Really there is only one air service 
so far in operation, from New York 
to San Francisco, a flying distance 
of 2680 miles. 
Mail from Chicago 


and that section can reach either, 
coast In a day. At p'resent 79 air- 
planes are being used. The record 


or 1923 shows 1,809,000 miles flown 
with 68,875,840 pieces of first class 
mail carried In the service. 
The 


United States lags far behind many 
of 
the 
nations of Europe. Here 


again is a division which bids fare 
lo see marvelous expansion during 
the next few years. 


And now we come to the most ex- 


pensive activity of the postoffice de- 
partment—that of the rural mail ser- 
vice. At the close of the fiscal year 
1923 there were 44,439 rural mail 
routes serving 6,488,000 families or 
approximately 30.000,000 Americans 
in the country districts. The 44,312 


mail carriers traveled up the hills 
and down the valleys and over the 
prairies a total of 1.173,000 miles 
daily. This service cost the depart- 
ment $85.778,000 for 1923. The aver- 
age annual salary paid the rural car- 
riers for 1923 wae $1844. 


During the fiscal year 1923 there 


were 304 new mall routes establish- 
ed, adding 36.938 families to the ser- 
vice. 
Other routes were excluded. 


So for the year we find improved 
postal 
service in the country dis- 


tricts was given to 92,625 families or 
426,076 persons. 


A total ot $513,000 wa^P appropriat- 


ed by congress in June, 1922, for 
carrying mail in New York city thru 
pneumatic tubes. 
The postmaster 


general has already made a contract 
running from September. 1922, to 
June, 1932, for such service with the 
New York Pneumatic Service com- 
pany for 27 miles of double lines of 
8-inch tubes. The tube connects the 
main postoffice of New 
York 
and 


thirty-four of the larger postal sta- 
tions. 


At this tinft for the 26.83 miles of 


double 8-lnch tube lines In operation 
the postoflic*.' department is paying 
the contractor $196,12.1 H .MW. This 
is a very doubtful ''xpondlturo. The 
tubes were first installed before the 
days of (be motor car. whvn mail 
delivery was slow. Today no such 
condition exists. 
The motor mail 


car is speedy and efficient. 
The 


8-inch tubes are relatively small. I 
believe a big saving can bo effect- 
ed by the abolition of this so called 
tube service. 


Mention should bo made of the 


postal savings department. For the 
year ending June 192;i (ho deposits 
totaled $134,458.105. lu all there are 
6802 postal savings depositories. Of 
these, approximate!} 1UOU arc using 
finger impressions as an aid to iden- 
tification of depositors. This meth- 
od is unique in America and 
has 


grown in great favor timing the year. 
This department is a very important 
one. But deposits have been going 
down during the last few years. 
To 


meet this situation Postmaster Gen- 


eral New In his report for 1923 de- 
clares for a higher Interest rate far 
l«jstal savings so as "to approximate 
the (Standard rates now paid to sav- 
ings depositors by commercial aud 
other banks. 
Such 
a 
policy will 


bring out many thousands of dollars 
now In hiding and return this vast 
fund of idle money 
to 
the active 


channels of trade." 


During the 1923 fiscal year 54.181 


postoffices issued 173.000.000 money 
orders, valued at $1,398,000,000. 


Now for the expense side. 
The postmaster general of the 


United States is the directing head 
of this vast enterprise. 
He receives 


$12.000 a year. This is the usual pay 
tor all cabinet positions. 
He has 


tour assistants.' They receive $5,000 
a year each. These salaries are en- 
tirely too* low—certainly for the as- 
sistants. The postmaster general is 
situated differently. 
He is usually 


the political manager for the admin- 
istration in power. 
He wields vast 


influence by his appointive power. 
The president relies largely on the 


Judgment of the pout mauler 
At this time there are 14.261 post- 
masters of the first, seconl aud third 
classes appointee! by the president. 
These appointments are in till cases 
suggested to the president by the 
postmaster general. 
Bigger Force Than Army and Navy. 


There were on June UO last 285.- 


822 employes in tho postal service 
of the United States. Of these, 3425 
live in Washington. The rest are 
scattered in every city and village 
in the nation. It is a larger force 
than that of the army 
aud navy 


combined. 


The department costs the people of 
the United States for the fiscal year 
192U approximately $32,600.000 net. 
That is, the department t-pent that 
amount more than it raised in post- 
office revenue. That sum must be 
paid by the people of the United 
States out of the public treasury. 


But it is a small sum. For every 


$100 we raised in 1923 for all fed- 
eral purposes, the postoffice depart- 
ment received only 98 cents. It is

than we gave to the army e\ery 
month in the year. The department 
has just added 8.000 new men to do 
the work. The business Is grooving. 
Cheap service is the first considera- 
tion lu the postoftico 
department. 


Yet the net loss estimated for 1924 
is 30 per cent less than for 1923. The 
postoffice department has distinctly 
made good. 
It gives the greatest 


service for the cheapest !<H> of any 
public utility In the United States. 


Tho bureau of efficiency has re- 


cently suggested the change of the 
name of the postoft'iee department to 
department of communications. 
It 


is a good suggestion. Its business is 
based on social service and not on 
private profit. 
That is its greatest 


strength for the future. 


Surely it is not here where taxes 


can be materially cut.

Pure water

I«et these ingredients - dissolve 


then mix: 


Rectified spirits 
2 fluid ounces 


Corrosive sublimate 6 grains 
Sal ammoniac 
6 grains 


Let the latter two ingredients dis- 
solve in the rectified spirits, then add 
the first mixture to the second. Se- 
cure a pint bottle, add enough water 
to fill the bottle and enough scent 
of any kind to scent the mixture. 


Before you curl your hair, whether 
with curling kids or papers or irons, 
moisten it well with this lotion. 
This procedure should help keep 
your hair in a beauty curl.

Sandwiches for Afternoon Tea Service. 


T 


seems ever to be growing. In 
the old days sweet fillings were 


generally used for afternoon-tea 
sandwiches, but to-day there are 
many heartier 
concoctions used 


which vary in different localities. 
In sandwich making, the bread 


should always be a. day or so old. 
Home-made bread, If good and not 
too close-grained, makes the best 
sandwiches. There is a bread made 
under the name of "communion 
bread," used for that purpose in 
many churches, which makes excel- 
lent sandwich bread. It comes in a 
large, round loaf, which cuts to good 
advantage. The butter used should 
be soft. Many add a little whipped 
cream to it and work it to a light 
paste, which is soft enough to do the 
spreading without breaking the 
slices. 
If sandwiches must be kept after 


making, -wrap them in a. linen cloth 
that has been -wrung out of cold 
-water. Wash all lettuce or fruits 
that are to be used and dry them 
thoroughly, for water- softens the 
bread. Rangoon Sandwiches. 


"Work into four ounces of fresh 


butter, a heaping teaspoonful of 
curry pi wder, half a. teaspoonful of 
lemon juice and a quarter saltspoon- 
ful of salt.

The true story has never appealed 
la print largely because theie iic\ei 
was an occasion to take public notice 
of that which originated in partisan 
politics. 


Almost from the beginning of bis 


political career Mr. Wilson could not 
bring himself to believe that what he 
did in the privacy of bis home, what 
the members 
of 
his 
family did, 


whom he entertained and whom he 
did not, was of any business to the 
newspapers or the public. On more 
than one occasion he exhibited indig- 
nation over the inquiries of the press 
relative to his personal plans from 
day to day—he never did become ac- 
customed to the fact that just as the 
secret service men were constantly 
in the company of the president of 
the United States so sflso the repre- 
sentatives of the large press associa- 
tions must keep their ejns on their 
president or at least know where he 
is every minute of the day. 


On of the reasons for this espion- 


age was a practical one Strange as 
It may seem, there develops every 
now and then a rumor that the pres- 
ident of the United States has been 
assassinated. Unless it can be in- 
stantly 
investigated, 
the 
rumor 


travels onward. Just what the source 
of these rumors really is no one has 
ever determined, altho newspaper 
men suspect that the rumors 
are 


originated by persons who are inter- 
ested in playing the stock market 
and hope that the rumor will gain 
currency and that the stocks will be 
affected before the truth can be de- 
termined. 
Perhaps 
the author is 


superstitious but in his experience in 
trailing presidents for a large news 
association nothing ever happened 
except on those few occasions when 
the newspaper men took a chance 
and left their assignment believing _ 
all was well. Not a newspaper man j 
was with Mr. Wilson for instance ' 
when he motored from Red Bank, 
New Jersey, to Princeton on the Sat- 
urday night before he was elected 
president of the United States 
His 


automobile struck 
an obstacle and 


he was painfully injured. At another 
time when Mr. Wilson had become 
presidential nominee he objected to 
being followed to New York one af- 
ternopn by a squad of newspaper 
men. Ha said he did not mind one 
man being selected to act for the 
group. 
The author went to New 


York with Mr. Wilson who for some 
peculiar reason insisted upon taking 
street cars in 
traveling the long 


route from the railroad station to 
the University club. As he alighted 
from a street car at Madison Avenue 
he stepped in front of a truck and 
someone caught his arm in time to 
prevent 
an accident. 
Needless to 


say I tried to convince Mr. Wilson 
that he would never be in personal j 
danger if he permitted the newspa- | 
per correspondents 
to accompany i 


him. 
His ideas on the subject how- 


ever, never changed. 


But after all, the newspaper men 


did keep close tabs on Mr. Wilson's 
movements after 
he 
came to the 


white house or checked up with the 
secret service men whenever pos- 
sible. 


When Mr. Wilson first came into 


national prominence in the campaign 
for_ the presidential nomination 
in 


the months preceeding the Baltimore 
convention, his personal life was the 
subject of a penetrating investiga- 
tion on the part of a chain of news- 
papers who were interested in advo- 
cating the 
candidacy 
of another 


man. The investigators naturally 
•went to the little town of Princeton 
to search for something in Mr Wil- 
son's private life which would lend 
itself to scandalous exposure. They 


•'upposod that Mr Wilson's enomlrs 
in Princeton would 
b<- thp lirst to 


disclose facts which would .bo dam- 
aeiiiK lo his political future but they 
\\i'ii> mistaken. 


"One of the newspaper m»-n camp 


to in<- and 
ofli-iocj a laigi- sum of 


moiiej," naid a I'tim cton professor, 
to the author, in 1912. "if I

cratic convention, certain republi- 
cans who heard the 
lumor 
began 


talking about it and wonderPd if it 
were worth investigating 
further 


The investigation was made and dis- 
closed nothing improper 
and the 


matter was dropped 


Oi.e of the highest officials of the 


republican administration then in 
power, subsequently told the author 
that in a casual conversation 
with 


Dean Andrew F West, Mr. Wilson's 
arch enemy in Princeton, the latter 
had said in 1912 that the gossip 
at 


Baltimore was absurd and was alto- 
gether news to the people who had 
known Mr. Wilson for twenty jears 
or more in Princeton. 
When Mr. 


Wilson was 
elected president, he 


took Mrs. Wilson and his family to 
Bermuda for a lest 
They occupied 


the cottage of the woman who had 
been mentioned as the recipient of 
attention from Mr. Wilson in earlier 
days. She was not in Bermuda at 
the time 
When the president elect 


and Mrs. Wilson returned to 
Xew 


York they motored from the dock to 
the hotel where their hostess of Ber- 
muda was making her home. Mrs. 
Wilson on at least two occasions 
later invited her lo the white house 
for luncheon. 


The correspondence which sprang. 


up was tjpical of Mr. Wilson's gen- 
rial attitude toward old fiifuds.

hi his letters and found a means of 
self i-xpiesKlou In these communica- 
tions 
It was an Inspiration to him

From 1912 until the latter part of 


1915 
not a woid was heard 
about

ment \\:^ made of Mr Wilson's pros- 
pective niainage to Mrs. Gait, thi-re 
%\as a noticeable revival of the old 
gossip. At one time the renewal of 
this campaign was attributed to Ger- 
man sympathizers who were, particu- 
larly bitter because Mr. Wilson's al- 
leged unneutrality. By the time the 
1916 pres'dential contest was in full 
swing, the same rumors which had 
been heard in 1912 
had been so 


widely distributed that hardly a part 
of the United States was immune 
from the whispering campaign 
The 


author in his canvass of political 
sentiment from coast to coast 
in 


1916 lisited many states and invar- 
la'-ly was asked what 
effort 
the 


widespread discussion of Mr Wil- 
son's peisonal life 
was having in 


other states. 


Nothing but the death of Mrs. El- 


len Axson Wilson 
in August 1914 


broke the bond which had existed 
between these two people since they 
first became engaged in 1883 Mrs. 
Wilson gave her whi le life and en- 
ergy to her husband, standing de- 
votedly at his side thru the strain 
of his many battles at Princeton and 
thru the trying days when his health 
broke for the pressure on him was 
so great that he twice suffered a 
serious breakdown before he came 
to the white house. 


Just what was the true source of 


the effort to hurt Mr. Wilson by a 
campaign against his personal 
life 


will probably never be known. That 
it was malicious can not be doubt- 
ed, for instance, about a year after 
the death of Mrs. Wilson, on the 
night before Thanksgiving day, 1915, 
several of the more important news- 
paper bureaus in >Vashington were 
called on the telephone and mysteri- 
ously given a tip to the effect that 
important 
court 
proceedings had 


been filed involving Mr. Wilson. The 
newspaped men could not afford to 
ignore the information and yet they 
disbelieved it 
Many of them spent 


the better pait of a week investigat- | 
ing the story and found it baseless 
Dissatisfied 
with this 
the rumor 


mongers tried another tack and in- 
sisted that prominent lawyers knew 
the 
circumstances. Every 
lawyer 


named was visited but none 
knew 


anything about it. The fact was, the 
story was made out of a wholecloth 


for some purpose the true nature of

One hot afternoon in Washington 


during the summer of 1898 a tall, 
lanky young feljow by the name of 
Donovan was oui there in the pitch- 
er's box trying to subdue the Balti- 
more Orioles. It was about 
that 


time that 
baseball writers 
para- 


phrased the famous line on Washing- 
ton: "First in war, first in 
peace, 


and last in the National league." 


The Washington club, then owned 


by the Wagner brothers (no relation 
to Honus and Al) was without hope 
or pride. 
The manager would try 


anybody one time. This young fel- 
low Donovan had more speed than 
baseball ever had seen. What to do 
with it he didn't exactly know. Just 
the same Bill started. 


The Baltimore batters were duck- 


ing and dodging, ready at any mom- 
ent to flee for their lives. The ball 
whistled over them and to the side 
of them but never over the plate. 


"Boy," Willie Keeler said to the 


young fellow, as the teams changed 
fields, "you've sure got 
something 


on that ball." 


"Yes," said Young Donovan, smil- 


ing, despite his worry, "a darn sight 
more than it will stand." 


During 
the slaughter 
Donovan 


stood there grinning. 
Is'o matter 


what happened that engaging, smile 
lit up his features. The "ans -were 
crazy about him. even in defeat. No- 
body can forget Donovan's smile. 


That night at a Washington hotel 


an enthusiastic fan met Donovan In 
the lobby and was introduced. 


"Bill Donovan?" lie replied, "Not 


the Bill—not the real"— 


"Yes," Donovan helped him out, 


"Wild Bill, that's me." 


Thus this most loved of all pitch- 


ers named himself Wild Bill. 


That really was not an apt nick- 


name, tho it often served Donovan 
to good purpose. 
Being unusually 


intelligent. Bill centered his efforts 
on control. At the same time 
he 


wanted them to think him wild. 
In 


a few years Wild Bill Donovan was 
one of the most accurate 
pitchers 


that ever tossed a baseball. Still he 
went to his grave in that New York 
Central wreck, known to every man 
and boy in the United States as Wild 
Bill. 


"If I am ever called upon to make 


a selection of the pitching immortals 
for 
an all-American team," said 


Christy Mathewson, "the first name 
I will write down will be Bill Dono- 
van." 


When Matty first came Into 
the 


league as a youngster and had his 
first chance to pitch for the Giants, 
he was sent in against the Brooklyn 
club. Donovan was the opposing 
pitcher. 


"I learned more about real pitch- 


ing that day," said Matty, "than I 
had ever dreamed of before. I saw 
It was not merely a throwing contest 
but an art. Donovan was a genius." 


That he still thought so was shown 


last fall when Matty had intended 
offering. Donovan the management 
of the Boston National league club. 


In 1907, while pitching tor Detroit, 


Donovan practically won the pen- 
nant for Hughey Jennings. 
He 


pitched twenty-nine games and won 
twenty-five of them. The next year 
he won eighteen out of twenty-five. 


Wild Bill Donovan's real greatness 


was established when he played four 
years with Brooklyn, then known as 
the Superbas. following the disband- 
in? of the Washington club. In addi- 
tion to his tremendous speed 
Bill 


had developed a slow curve as well 
as a fast one. His control was so 
perfected that he rarely ever put a 
ball over the middle of the plate. He 
He could cut two inches off either 
corner with clock-like regularity and 
accuracy. 


"The inck oT pitching !s not to 


the batt«rs from hiiung the 


ball," he used to point out to the 
youngsters, "hat to korp them from 
hitting it on the nose." 


Donovan knew the batting weak- 


ness of every player in both major 
leagues and most of those in the 
minors. His failing, if he had one, 
as manager was an inability to un- 
derstand why other pitchers did not 
Uave the same intellect as himself. 


Wild Bill Donovan was one of the 


few ballplayers who never believed 
the lively ball to be entirely respon- 
sible for .he recent wave of heavy 
hitting. 


"It's bad pitching," he told me one 


day last summer while watching a 
slaughter of the Red Sox. "Whether 
the ball is lively or slow they've got 
to hit it, haven't they? If it is the 
lively ball, why is it that occasion- 
ally some good pitcher pitches a no- 
hit game? Even if the ball was a 
solid rubber ball these batters could 
not slam it out of the lot unless 
they caught it squarely on the nose. 
It's a pitcher's business to see that 
they don't do that" 


To the day of 'his death Wild Bill 


claimed that pitching was on the de- 
cline, because the players did 
not 


study 
their 
profession 
closely 


enough. 


Donovan's closest pal was his old 


father, now eighty years old. Every- 
body, tho, was Donovan's friend. 


One spring Bill took his father, a 


veteran, of the Union army, calling 
himself "Private Jerry" Donovan, to 
Macon, Ga. In mock seriousness, Bill 
warned the old man about getting 
in trouble with 
the 
Confederates. 


Suddenly the old man developed a 
habit of disappearing at daylight and 
wouldn't be seen for a day or two. 
Wild Bill, somewhat puzzled, inves- 
tigated. The old man had found two 
eighty-year-old 
Confederates, 
and 


they had been fighting the war over 
at a club Cor a week. They didn't 
iwant to be bothered with baseball 
! fellows. 


Bill Donovan was born in Lawr- 


ence, Mass., in 1877. He first pitched 
at Sunbury, Pa. 
He won several 


pennants as 
manager of 
minor 


league clubs. That unfortunate rail- 
road wreck last 
December 
extin- 


guished the light of one of the great 
geniuses of baseball.

BEFORE GOVERNOR. 


Does An Appeal In Removal Case 


Permit Sheriff to Aiiume 


Duties of Office? 


Lewis Carr Butler, vico president

cashier of the defunct First National bank 
of Rock River, Wyo., -was found srullty 
In federal district court on three of ten 
counts of an indictment charging embez- 
zlement and misapplication of the funds 
ol the bank. 


Whether the appeal 
of 
Former 


Sheriff Dan Quinton of Cass county 
suspends judgment to ^such an ex- 
tent that he will be entitled to as- 
sume the duties of sheriff may arise 
when the appeal reaches 
the 
su- 


preme court. Whether or not there 
is a vacancy in the office of sheriff 
that can be filled by election this 
fall is another matter that may go to 
the courts. 


Attorney General Splllman has not 


investigated the question of vacancy. 
He finds a decision of the supreme 
court, given in the year 1886, which 
says the appeal of a county officer 
who has been removed from office 
does not suspend judgment so that 
he can resume his duties In office. 
Since that decision was given the 
statutes have been amended and now 
give some ground for the assertion 
that an appeal does suspend judg- 
ment. 


In criminal cases 
tbe 
supreme 


court is now required to" suspend sen- 
tence. The district court fixes the 
amount of bail bond. If the higher 
court is required to suspend judg- 
ment in the Quinton case the effect 
of that suspension may then be a 
matter for legal dispute. 


In the meantime 
attorneys 
for 


Quinton have asked Governor Bryan 
to grant a rehearing in the matter 
of his order which suspended the j 
sheriff from office and was followed j 
by the appointment of Acting Sheriff 
Stewart to fill the vacancy. 
It is 


likely the governor will await the re- 
sult 
of the appeal in the supreme 


court before acting upon a request 
for a rehearing of his order of sus- 
pension. 


There are apparently two separ- 


ate cases. One isin the courts and 
the other is before the governor. It 
is alleged the governor did not fi«v 
In his order of suspension whether 
he acted under the prohibitory law 
or under the amended Sackett Uw. 
Quinton was acquitted In court of 
dereliction in the enforcement of the 
prohibitory law. but found guilty of 
uot complying with other laws In tho 
conduct of his office. Some contend 
that the governor's order of sue pen- 
sion does not constitute a vacancy 
such as can be filled by election tWs 
fall. The district court order remov- 
ing Quinton from office IB alleged *o 
create a vacancy that can be filled 
by election, but it Is argued that the 
district court order is not final unOl 
passed upon by the supreme court. 
The supreme court may not decide 
the caie before the time for an «!«*• 
tion has passed. The term of slierJf 
does not expire for two years moru. 


It is said the governor would re- 


voke his order of suspension if tne 
courts 
should 
finally decide that 


Quinton was not guilty of law viola- 
tion while In office. 
Whether the 


governor grants a rehearing may de- 
pend upon legal advice he receives 
after the prosecuting attorneys for 
the state and attorneys for Quinton 
have been heard.

Someone asks us what we meant the other 


day when we referred to Jim Reed as present- 
lag to all public questions the attitude of the 
public prosecutor. 
In our scheme of govern- 


ment we have made a place for a trained law- 
yer who is to investigate criminal offenses pre- 
vented to him for action, and to represent the 
public in all criminal trials. He is .supposed to 
l>e interested only in seeing that justice is 
done, and that means that he must be entirely 
fair to the defendant, suppressing nothing fa- 
vorable to him and presenting nothing that he 
does not believe to be true. Only rarely, how- 
•rer, do prosecutors maintain this poise. It 
to largely because the courts allow attorneys 
for the defense to become impudent and un- 
fair in' presenting their side, and so we hare 
tie prosecutor, in self defense, becoming un- 
fair and often vindictive because he sees the 
tactics of the other side freeing so many guilty 
•ten.
